The total area under crops in 1902 is 4,595,416 acres, being, 
as compared with the area in 1901, a decrease of 35,635 acres, 
or 0 8 per cent. There was a decrease in the area under crops 
in Ulster of 23,570 acres, or 1'5 per cent. ; in Connaught of 
9,493 acres, or 1'5 per cent. ; in Munster of 1,472 acres, or 0*1 
per cent. ; and in Leinster, of 1,100 acres, or O'l per cent. 

* Including 129,681 acres under water. 

t Exclusive of 492,252 acres under the larger rivers, lakes, and tideways. 
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In 1901 the area returned under grass was 10,577,238 acres; 
in 1902 the amount returned is 10,035,190 acres, being an increase 
of 57,952 acres; the area returned as tallow in 1901 was 
10,886 acres, and in 1902, 9,558 acres; the area under woods 
and plantations was 309,741 acres in 1901, and 302,676 acres in 
1902 ; and the area returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, & c. ,” was 4.816,412 acres in 1901, and 4,802,488 
acres in 1902, being a decrease of 13,924 acres ; of the area 
thus returned in 1902, 1,123,749 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf bog, 428,858 acres as marsh, and 2,227,126 
acres as. barren mountain land. 

Total Area under Crops. 

Cereal Crops.— Compared with 1901 there appears an in crease 
of 1,537 acres in the area under wheat; a decrease of 17,584 
acres under oats ; an increase of 6,256 acres under barley ; a 
decrease of 61 acres under bere; a decrease of 1,367 acres 
under rye ; an increase of 63 acres under beans ; and a decrease 
of 20 acres under pease; showing a net decrease of 11,176 
acres in the area under cereal- crops. 

Green Crops- — The area under potatoes has decreased by 
5,840 acres ; that under turnips by 1,338 acres ; mangel wurzel 
by 273 acres; beet root by 78 acres ; carrots by 351 acres ; cab- 
bage by 1,220 acres; vetches by 359 acres; and rape by 589 
acres; parsnips increased by 33 acres, and “other green crops” 
by 1,021 acres, leaving a net decrease of 8,994 acres in the area 
under green crops. 

Flax. — The area under flax in 1901 was 55,442 acres; 
the area returned under this crop in 1902 is 49,746 acres, 
being a decrease of 5,696 acres, or 10 - 3 per cent. 

In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as 
the area “ For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation” The area for hay under 
“ Clover, &c.,” in 1901, was 617,330 acres : this year it is 603,375 
acres, being a decrease of 13,955 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1901 was 1,561,262 acres, and in 1902 it is 
1,565,448 acres, showing an increase of 4,186 acres. There is, 
therefore, a net decrease of 9,769 acres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.
